Large herring 
are being caught off the shfore by the 
netters, and this business promises well 
for the fall. There is a large market for 
2[ood sized herring in the south and 
west, where they are relished as an arti 
cle of food. They are salted for this 
trade.

And yet 
tho verification of the forecasts sinoo 
the bureau was established shows that 
upon the average 82 percent of them 
have been correct. It is true thai tbe 
forecasting of the great blizzard of 1888 
was a failure. But there have been 
numerous successes to balance it, and 
there have been many improvements] 
sinco then. New stations and improved 
instruments have been added to thu 
service, and its observers have gained 
much experience. 
Weather forecasting 


never pretended to be au exact science 
iu practice, though it undoubtedly is 
in theory. But it has saved many lives 
and many millions of property, though 
it has only had 30 years iu which to 
perfect itself. 


Some oue has figured out that in 1853 


it required on the average four hourti 
aud 34 minutes of the time of a laborer 
to do tho plowing, harrowing, cultivat- 
ing, etc., that went to tho producing of 
it busbel of Indian corn, ami tbe price 
of thupt labor was nearly 30 cents on 
ihe average. 
Today machines have 


changed conditions. 
Their use has re- 


duced ihe necessary time of tho laborer 
to about 31 minutes and tbe cost of it 
to about 10 1 2 cents. 
The wages are, 


however, much better now than in 
1853.

Arc Not tlie Best ot Frlewds. 


"0£ course you have beard it said," re-. 


Marked the mau back from the west, 
"that rattlesnakes and prairie dogs are 
clos.o friends, rent the same house and 
make a happy family. ' 


"It certainly is a fact that the reptile 


Is gem-rally found in tins prairie dog vil- 
lage. Hut I was once witness of a little 
sceao which went far to prove to me, at 
least, that a prairie dog loves a rattler 
somewhat less than is commonly . sup- 
posed. I was riding after cattle in "Wyo- 
ming not far from the Colorado line 
when it come off. 


"Prairie dogs form the principal crop 


in those parts, and their quaint antics 
never failed to amuse me. On this par- 
ticular occasion 1 had managed to get 
close to a' colony and waited for develop- 
ments. 
Considerably apart- from 
the 


others, two dogs were sittiug with their 
noses close together. They appeared to 
be very much concerned over the move- 
ments of a big rattler which was lazily 
crawling about near them. When the 
snake mo\<?d a length or two, the dogs 
became excited and danced like little lu- 
natics but if the rattler ceased his mo-

A CHJEF DISPATCHER. 


The chief train dispatcher "handles the 


power," distributee the cars to the var!-> 
ous stations, decides what freight trains 
shall be run and is in immediate ch&pge 
of the countlens details that arise in .-the 
operation of train. The duties of. the 
superintendent and the trainmaster/keep 
them away from the office about half the 
time, traveling; up and down th/e line, 
stopping overnight at important .^stations 
and terminals. 
The chief dispatcher is 


always at headquarters and is the man of 
details. He is assisted by a "tj.-iek dis- 
patcher" for each dispatching ' district. 
Like thp sentinels at Gibraltar, the three 


quenting the elevated parts. 


In addition to the d<jer and bears, there 


is a big game feature of a rather unusual 
nature.

cow, having for many years been under 
the peculiar conditions of the swamp, un- 
til they are almost completely specialized, 
are extremely wild.

business is heavy and the management is 
progressive there is a night chifcf also, 
who thus renders the positioa of chief 
dispatcher uninterrupted. 


These chiefs work 12 hours ea.ch, as the 


nervous tension, is loss than that of a 
trick dispatcher, who is "glfued to the 
trnin wire" his entire iour. 
In the ab- 


sence of a night chief the details are look- 
ed after by the trick dispatcher, whose 
work becomes much raore responsible. 
The chief in such a case usually comes 
down after supper, and maps out the 
night work and sometimes, breaks in later 
with instructions on the tijain wire, which, 
is "cut in" at liis room. 


The railroad man is seldom entirely out 


of touch with his work. 
The telegraph 


sounder lulls the tired chief to rest and 
wakes him in the morning. So trained is 
his ear that If wanted at night the dis- 
patcher has to ''sound'' tho private call 
on the wire only a few times to elicit a 
response from the sleeping chief. 
On 


Sundays the chief is on liaud most of the 
day in obedience to the unwritten rail- 
road commandment, "iSix days shalt thou 
labor, and the seventh come down to the 
office and catch up." 
In most occupa- 


tions "nil work and no play makes Jack 
n dull boy," but in railroading it makes 
him n bright boy, so stimulating and fas- 
cinating is the excitement of. the work.— 
Century.

The custom of wearing mustaches did 


not prevail in France until the reign of 
IXMI'IS 1'hilippe, when it became obliga- 
tory in the whole French/ army.

Lake Drummond, some ten miles from 


Suffolk, Va., is the only great body of 
water in the swamp. It is a beautiful 
sheet of water, of an oval contour and 
fringed with a heavy growth of timber, 
mostly cypress, white cedar and black 
gum. Its water is of n dark color owing 
to the decaying vegetation of the sur- 
rounding country, 
but is suitable to 


drink, and possesses the quality of re- 
maining pure longer than most other 
water.

The characteristic mammalian fauna is 


of a semitropieal nature as regards the 
smaller forms, while there are many 
tropical plants. Of birds there arc not 
many kinds, prothouotary, hooded and 
Swninson's warblers and the Maryland 
yellowthroat being the principal smaller 
forms. The trees, some of which are 
primeval, ore large and beautiful, while 
there i.s a luxuriant groxvth of ferns nnd 
aquatic plants. Cane grows iu profu- 
sion.—Forest and Stream.

orflisease, especially gupes. 


One ounce of sulphuric acid dissolved 


In a gallon of water, sprinkled about 
the .vard, will kill the germs of chicken 
cholera. 


Due of the host vrays of giving bones 


to fowls 1<3 to pound them into small 
i>!*jj, BO that the fowls can swallow 
them readily. 


Af ter the poultry quarters are cleaned 


up sprinkle them with a solution of two 
gallon* of tvatpr, one gill of carbolic 
add and one pound of copperas. 


The main feature of tho bantam Is its

An English scientist who lately des- 


canted upon the medical value of lem- 
ons has Inspired several others to 
point out the virtues of the onion, 
which is In high favor with many per- 
sons. It is with the onion as with, tho 
lemon — Its devotees regard it as a 
panacea for a good many ills and as a«j 
preventive of many of the disorders to 
which Ue&h is heir. Appealing to chem- 
istry, we find the onion is really a very 
ordinary vegetable, but there Is one 
point which distinguishes It, and that 
is the somewhat high percentage of 
sulphur It contains. 


Possibly the virtues ascribed to It 


depend on the presence of this ele- 
ment Like the lemon, the onion may 
also lay claim to antiscorbutic proper- 
ties—that is, to qualities "which render 
It a preventive of scurvy. Its mineral 
constituents Include a proportion of 
potash salts, and probably Its antiscor- 
butic qualities depend upon these lat- 
ter compounds.. 


Condition In tbc Schoolroom. 


Common means of contagion are 


thi-se: Kissing, exchanging 
handker- 


chiefs, ribbon, cheiving gurn, whistles, 
shite nnd lead pencils, which are al- 
most always, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, carried to the mouth. Coins 
also arc treated in the same -way. 
Drinking cups, by their common use, 
often spread diseases.

are ready carriers of contagion. Then 
also may bo mentioned the dangers 
from overcrowding the schoolrooms, 
which lends to the breathing of Impure 
nlr and tho dissemination of germs. 
Wraps which are not absolutely need- 
ed often hang where they dry and are 
aired in the schoolroom. 


Would Have t'» Kat Insect*. 


M. Daguln, a distinguished French 


naturalist, calls attention lo tho fact 
that Insects are among the most whole- 
Home and harmless of creatures to eat, 
because they live almost exclusively on 
vegetable food. Ho condemns crusta- 
ceans, headed by the lobster, because 
they live upon dead things. 


Dr. «iW!lllam Evart, the well known 


London physician, says in an article In 
the St. Louis Star: 
f Sleep has two offices, both fulfilled In 
the long sleep of night, which it Is our 
usual endeavor to secure for our pa- 
tients—namely, that of favoring the 
slow changes of repair and that of In- 
terrupting consciousness by uncoupling 
the chain of neurons or by relaxing 
protoplasmic tension or tone. This re- 
lief of tension Is, It would seem, the 
only office performed by the shorter 
spells of sleep, and therefore the two 
forms of sleep suggest two therapeutic 
objects. The night's sleep which comes 
without any drugs may need to be bet- 
tered, and In Improving the quality of 
spontaneous sleep our help is often of 
value. It might also need to be pro- 
longed. 


The systematic prolongation of sleep 


for the cure of disease is one of our 
opportunities hitherto little used. Pro- 
longed narcosis has also bee» suggested 
tn excessive wear and tear of the nerv- 
ous system, and in various nervous af- 
fections, including the mental, its re- 
newed trial, combined with suitable 
methods In feeding, might lead to en- 
couraging results. 


Best suited perhaps to our everyday 


needs is a systematic resort to the 
shorter sleep. 
Like the light install- 


ments of food which restore the Urtt 
function of appetite and digestion, 
short sleep In the day may be essential 
to the cure of nocturnal insomnia. Our 
grow-ing wealth in hypnotics warrants 
a hope that a suitable agent may yet 
be found which in that direction would 
minister to the health of the Invalid 
and might command the luxury of sleep 
at nn opportune time for the conven- 
ience of the worker.

To Torn JVcuroea "White.

An Important Discovery Reported 


l»y a. F'renoh 1'lijsiclnn. 


In France Dr. lioche has discovered 


that tho presence of lime in the soil or 
in the water helps to exterminate ma- 
laria, and it is a curious illustration of 
the interdependence of widely different 
Industries that this medico scientific 
discovery was first made in connection 
with experiments In manuring. This 
fact is particularly interesting to advo- 
cates. In season and out of season, of 
oddmg to the fertility of the soil by the 
judicious use of manures. The dis- 
appearance- of marsh malaria frot» 
Pulsaye after lime bad been used In 
the district as a fertilizer led to In- 
vestigations which are still being car- 
ried on, nnd -which reasonably point 
to the probability that in lime a very 
ctlcctive agent has been found to 
neutralize the spread of malaria. 


Another medical man, Dr. Grellot, 


has taken up the suggestion, and he 
has written to the Kovue Hygiene 
that the liming of the soil for agricul- 
tural purposes in various provinces in 
France which were more or less affect- 
ed by malaria has resulted in the re- 
duction of malaria cases almost in pro- 
portion to the quantity of lime used. 
It Is for experts V> say whether hia 
statement that in many countries whose 
conditions favor the existence of mala- 
ria the freedom or prevalence of mala- 
ria Is the accompaniment of a calca- 
reous soil is true. 


Some Interesting Prediction* Mad* 


fcy Inventor Holland. 


Mr. John P. Holland, inventor of that 


now famous torpedo boat bearing his 
name, In a public lecture has made 
M>ine interesting predictions concerning 
the future of submarine travel. 


He does not expect that transoceanic 


submarine travel will become feasible, 
but for short trips on crowded water- 
waj s ho expects to see submarine pack- 
ets successful rivals of surface boats. 
For instance, the trip from Dover to 
Calais, dreaded by the hardiest sailor, 
Mr. Holland believes will yet be made 
with perfect safety and comfort in sub- 
marine boats, avoiding collisions by al- 
ways luiunlug one way at a depth of, 
say, 40 feet and the other way at the 
depth of 150 feet; no pitching or rolling 
or seasickness, as the craf c will run be- 
neath the1 troubled waters above;-mov- 
ed by electricity, kept In the course by 
fixed trolley cables, while the passen- 
gers inside enjoy the luxury of dry and 
quiet cabins electrically lighted and 
ventilated by tanks of liquid air; 
neither hot nor cold, but enjoying the 
even temperature of the deep sea. Fogs 
and the crowded craft on the surface 
above will no longer be sources of dan- 
ger, aud most of the discomforts of 
ordinary sea travel will be relieved. 


Speaking of the submarine torpedo 


boat, the Imentor says: "When the 
first submarine torpedo boat goes Into 
action, she will bring us face to face 
with the most puzzling problems ever 
met In warfare. 
She will present the 


spectacle, when used In attack, of a 
weapon against which there Is no de- 
fense. 
You can send nothing against 


the submarine boat, not even Itself. 
You cannot fight submarines with sub- 
marines. You cannot see under water; 
hence you cannot fight under water." 


Taniblcbngn a* Barometer*. 


Country folU are firmly of the opin- 


ion that the tumblebug (Geotrypes 
stercorarius) Is an excellent barometer 
and that it takes flight only when a 
season of fair weather is coming. M. 
Fabre, a French naturalist, has investi- 
gated the question thoroughly nnd has 
come to the conclusion that this insect 
Is, iu fact, more sensitive than the best 
barometers nnd that It can veritably be 
used to predict fine weather. It is to 
changes of electric tension that the In- 
sect Is sensitive. 


A Freak Plant In Chile. 


A Chilian botanist reports a plant 


that not only breathes but coughs and 
nlso sneezes. The least dust provokes 
a cough, nnd the leaf turns red, shnketi 
spasmodically nnd gives out a sound 
exactly like that of sneezing. 


A recent Issue of The Scientific Amer- 


ican contains an account of the pine 
needle Industry, which Is becoming a 
very Important one on the Pacific 
coast. From the leaves of the pine oils 
me extracted, which arc very beneficial 
in complaints of a pulmonary order. 


T\vo crops are gathered yearly, the 


later one being always the largest. 
'J he leaves of the young trees arc pre- 
ferred, yielding a better quality of oil, 
It is said. The leaves are stripped from 
the trees by women and men, who are

paid 2o cents a hundred pounds for the 
needles. Five hundred pounds Is re- 
garded ns an average day's work. 


The leaves are then packed into sacks 


and hurriedly sent to the factory. Ex- 
posure to the sun causes them to wilt 
find impairs the quality of the product. 


The factory at •which the essences 


nnd extracts of the needles are manu- 
factured has a capacity for handling 
2,000 pounds of leaves per clay, but It 
is soon to be enlarged to about four 
times its present size. 


In the extraction of pine oil 2,000 


pounds of green leaves are required to 
produce ten pounds of oil. The process 
is the ordinary one of distillation. 


The oil extracted gives an agreeable 


flavor to candles. 
Toilet soaps are 


made strongly impregnated with essen- 
tial oil of pine needles.

Helmet on the Goddess on the 


Capitol at Washington. 


Mauy visitors to the capitol at Wash- 


ington v. ho view that grand building for 
the fir^t time arc puzzled over tho head- 
gear worn by the goddess of freedom 
that surmounts the dome and which nat- 
urally suggests an Indian maiden rather 
than a7 dignified goddess. 
Its great alti- 


tude, nearly 300 feet, "lends enchant- 
ment to the view" and leaves the observ- 
er iu doubt as to tho real character of 
the statue. 


There is an interesting- story about the 


head ornament 
of the goddess with 


which .Jefferson Davis is intimately con- 
nected. 
Crawford's' original model of 


the statue had a liberty cap, jeweled, 
with a circle of stars. The cap was in 
shape aii'l style whut is known as the 
Phrygian cup, "the badge of the freed, 
slave." as it was characterized by Jeffer- 
son Davis in his letter to Csiptain M. C. 
Meijrgs, the engineer officer in charge of 
the building. 


There was considerable correspondence 


between Mr. Davis, who was at the.time 
secretary of war, and Mr. Crawford, 
which passed through Captain Mt'iggs 
the- result of vs Inch was a modification 
of the original design and substitution of 
a helmet Mil-rounded by u crest of eagle 
plumes, for the liberty <':ip, which gives 
it the appearance of an Indian war boil-, 
net. 


In n letter to Captain Meicgs dated 


.Tan. 15. ]&~>r>. Secretary Davis wrote: 
"As to the cup, 1 <-au only say, without 
intending to press the objection formerly 
made, that it seems to mo its history 
readers it inappropriate to a people -who 
wore horn free and would not be easily 
enslaved. 
''

cap luis nn established origin in its use 
a* the badge of tliu freed slave, and, 
though it should have another emblemat- 
ic meaning today, a recurrence to that 
origin may give, to it in the future the 
same popular acceptation which it had 
iu tlie past." 


In compliance with the suggestions and 


to meet the objections of Mr. Davis 
Crawford changed his design nnd ou 
March IS, 1S50, wrote Captain Meigps: 
"I rend with much pleasure the letter of 
the honorable secretary, and his remarks 
have induced me to dispense with the 
cap and' put in its place a helmet, the 
crest ut' which is composed of nn eagle's 
hend and a bold arrangement of feathers, 
suggeste-J by the costume of our Indian 
tribes." 


The statue is 19 feet G inches high nnd 


weighs 14,!)S.~> pounds. It was raised to 
its place iu five seel ions, two weeks be- 
ing occupied in the -u ork. Tho crowning 
sect inn was raised and put in placv at 
noun on Dec. 12, JStiH, when a field bat- 
tery stationed in the capitol grounds fired 
a national salute. 
In accordance with 


orders from the war department tho fir- 
ing of this salute was the signal to the, 
forts on the Maryland side, of tho river 
to "commence tiring," and each of the 
forts constituting the chain of defenses 
that completely sin-rounded the national 
capital in its turn sainted the completed, 
statue.—Philadelphia Ledger.

AMONG,THE MUD SPRINGS. 


Their Content* Are on Varied. I» 


Color BV tlio Ri»lubo>v. 
• 


Among the wonders of the. Yellowstone 


National park none excites more interest 
than what are known as "the paint pots," 
or boiling mud springs. There are sev- 
eral groups of thege springs ia the parks, 
one of tlie largest of which occupies a 
gpaco of 300 yards in. length by 25 in 
width, in what is known as the valley of 
Alum creek, near the crater hills. A sec- 
ond group IB near the wall of.the grand 
rauyon of the Yellowstone, four miles be- 
low Yellowstone lake aod six miles from 
the crater hills. This group occupies a 
space three acres in extent, and it is said 
the springs present a magnificent sight 
when in the course of eruption. 


The principal spring is called the Blue 


Mud Pot and is 35 feet in diameter. It 
is near the large sulphur spring and 
when in a tranquil state looks like a lake 
of blue mud. The contents of the spring- 
are more like muddy water than thick 
mud, although at times the mud has a 
consistency of mortar. In some portions 
ot the spring various degrees of consis- 
tency are found, ranging from the mud- 
dy water state to a thickness of common 
mortar. 


There are no particular times or erup- 


tions from these springs, and, though 
they are in groups or are very close to- 
gether, not more tbnn two feet separat- 
ing some of them, there seems to 'DO no 
connection between them, nnd they are 
oi' different colors. 
Various shades of 


brown, red. pink, blue, lavender and 
gr:iy are to bo found, and when all of 
them are spouting together the kaleido- 
scopic coloring makes a beautiful pic- 
ture. The streams thrown from the cra- 
ters of the springs sometimes mount ns 
high as 40 feet and In falling form an 
edge around the turbid lake that causes 
the resemblance to paint pots. In tin* 
valley of the Alum creolc, where the Blue 
Rind Pot is found, tourists observe puffs 
of mud rising from the surface for over 
300 yards. 


The second group of springs presents 


every possible variation of color. There 
are perhajis hundreds of the smaller 
springs, all of them having the raised 
edges, which are covered with the vari- 
colored mud. This mud h;is n tempera- 
ture of over 180 degrees aud seems to b? 
boiling at 'ill times. The springs at this 
point grwillj*- resemble caldrons of paint 
and are pink, lavender and pure white ia 
color. 


In these mnaliei- spriugy there is gen- 


eral!}' a Circular pit about ten feet deep 
completely covered on tlie outside with 
the colored mud. This mud when dried 
and burned, whether with lire or by the 
sun, iniikes the finest quality of plaster. 
Geologists claim that after being proper- 
ly worked up it would make better mor- 
tur or plaster than anything now used 
for tlie purpose. When the white mud 
is burned, it takes a form very much 
like thnt of finished meerschaum nnd is 
1 


quite :is pliable and lasting. The mud 
contains a great deal of sulphur and 
tastes stronnly 
of 
nliim. — St.

Few Changes in Prices from a Week 


Ago and Fresh. Now Vegetables Are 
Here. 


There ara but few changes in the 


local market since the first ot tbe week, 
but vegetables are still tending a little 
lower. 


Now potatoes are apparently turning 


out a little better than farmers thought 
the first of the seuson. 
They retail at 


35 cents a pecK. Green corn is 12 cents 
a dczen. Cabbages and beets 2 cents a 
pound, turnips are 3. carrots 4 aud 
onions 5. 
The 
large sweet Spanish 


onions aro now in at 5 cents a pound. 
Sweet potatoes have gone down to 4 
cents a pound and seven pounds for a 
quarter. Cranberry beans have gene 
up to 25 cents a peck. Cucumbers are 
down to 2 cents apiece. Lettuce is 8 to 
10 cents a head. 
Yellow-eyed beans 


are 12 to 14 cents a quart, poa beans are 
10 to 12 aad prime California pea, 16 
cents a quart. 
Squash is 3 cen's a 


pound. Tomatoes have dropped to 4 
cents a pound 


There will probably be no more blue- 


berries in the market this season to 
speak of, as those that are now brought 
in are beginning to get wormy. Htick 
leberries aro coming in slowly and sell 
at 10 cents a quirt. 
Blackberries are 


atill Ecaroe. 


But few changes are noted in tue fruit 


market. 
Apples remain at 30 to 40 


cents a peck and bananas at 15 to 25 
cents a doz«-n, with 5) cea's for tbe red 
variety.
